Kraus has taught a wide array of graduate public administration and undergraduate business 
courses since 2003 for Tennessee State University, Strayer University, Argosy University, 
Bethel University, Martin Methodist College, and Vanderbilt University in Nashville.  
 
From 1983 to 2003, his professional service includes executive director of the American Lupus 
Society, California Dietetic Association, and Long Beach Research Foundation; and general 
manager of several California homeowners associations with responsibility for managing large 
condominium associations.
